NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 2nd January, 1997 

G.S.R* 30(E), —In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 124, read with Sub-section (1) of 
Section 13 2 of the Major Ports Act, 1963 (3 8 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the New Mangalore Port Trust 
Employees (Allotment of Residences) Second Amendment Regulations, 1997 made by the Board of Trustees for the Port of 
New Mangalore and set out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2, The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

New Mangalore Port Trust Employees (Allotment of Residences) Second Amendment Regulation, 1997 

In exercise of the Powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the New Mangalore 
Port Trust Board hereby makes, subject to the approval of the Central Government under Section 124 of the above act, the 
following Regulation to amend the New Mangalore Port Employees (Allotment of Residences) Regulations, 1980 published as 
G.S.K 150(E) in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary dated 28th March, 1980 namely ;— 

1. These Regulations may be called New Mangalore Port Trust Employees (Allotment of Residences) Second Amend¬ 
ment Regulation 1997. 

2. This shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

3. In the New Mangalore Port Trust Employees (Allotment of Residences) Regulation 1980— 

(i) in Regulation 9, the following may be incorporated as sub regulation (5); 

5, Counting of Past Service for Priority in the case of re-employed personnels :— 

(a) Counting of Past Service for priority in the case of re-cmployed personnels—It has now been decided 
that the past service rendered by ex-serviceman re-cmployed in the Port shall be counted for the 
purpose of determining the date of priority even if he has drawn terminal benefits like pension and 
gratuity and periods of break in service shall be deducted from the total of the past service for 
determination of date of priority. 

(b) Counting of pension components for determining of eligibility.—In case of re-employment within the 
concessional period, the employees are allowed to retain the accommodation or are allotted 
highor/lower type of accommodation on the basis of their pay. Normally on re-employment the pay is 
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fixed after deducting elements of basic pension from the pay of the post. It has now been decided 
that for the purpose of allotment of accommodation national pay on the post in which an official is re¬ 
employed shall be taken into account. 

(c) Counting of reservice pension drawn by an ex-serviceman for determination of entitlement of accom¬ 
modation.—It should be regulated in the same manner as in paragraph (b) above. 

(d) Counting of the period of the past service for priority date for allotment of residential accommodation 
where there is no break but pensionary benefits have been drawn.—It is clarified that past service where 
there is no break in service can be counted for determining date of priority under S.R. 317-B-2(i).
